MANITOBA SUGAR 
BEET GROWERS TO 
GET SAME PRICE 


WINNIPEG. — Manitoba's sugar 
beet growers will receive between $14 | 
and $15 a ton for their crops this 
year, the same as in previous years. 

Manitoba growers, who produced | 
178,000 tons of beets in 1951, have 
accepted a contract similar to last 
year’s. They will be paid a set price 
and a bonus for additional_tonnage. | 

An official of the Manitoba Sugar 
Company, the only processing plant 
in the province, said he doubted a re- 
port that Ontario beet growers would 
receive more than $16 a ton for their | 
crops, 

The official said the price of beets 
is correlated with the price of sugar 
and sugar had dropped in the last} 
few months. 


MARRIAGES, BIRTHS, DEATHS 

OTTAWA.—Marriages, births and 
deaths all increased in Canada in the 
first 11 months in 1951. The bureau 
of statistics reports marriages total- 
led 117,065 against 113,383 in the 
same period of 1950, births totalled 
337,152 against 326,594 and deaths 
111,892 against 110,224.
